SEVERE EARTHQUAKE ROCKS 
CALIFORNIA VALLEY REGION 


Eel River Area Temblor Breaks 
Window in Newspaper Building 
45 Miles Away. 


EUREKA, Calif., Nov. 14 (AP) 
A severe earthquake rocked the 
Eel river valley 45 miles south of 
here at 12:40 a.m. today. It broke 
a window in the Humboldt Times 
building here and toppled mer- 
chandise from the shelves of 
stores in Fortuna, six miles south 
of Eureka. 

The tremor threw one of the 
pens off the seismograph at the 
University of California’s Hum-. 
boldt Bay station at nearby Fern- 
dale. Joseph J. Bognuda in 
charge described the quake as 
severe.

(AP)—Gov. Earl Warren of Cali- 
fornia entered the 1952 presiden- 
tial race today. : 

Warren, who was his party's 
candidate for vice president in 
1948, arinounced his decision to 
seek the Republican presidential 
nomination in a 400-word state- 
ment which asserted: 

“There must, for the welfare of 
our country, be a change in na- 
tional administration, but if this 
is to be, the Republican party 
must present a definite construc- 
tive and workable program for 
the nation. 

“We cannot hope to win solely 
on the mistakes of the present 
20-year Administration, many 
though they are.” 

3-Time Governor. 

Warren, who at 60 has been 
elected Governor three times, 
agreed to head a favorite son 
ticket of national convention dele- 
gates in California’s primaries 
next June. 

“I am giving thought to what 
extent I shall urge my candidacy 
in other states before the con- 
vention,” he said in the state- 
ment he read to reporters. 

He said he would make a de- 
cision on that score “in proper 
season.” 

A rival Republican faction 
hopes to present an uninstructed 
slate in California, but Warren 
described as the strongest dark 
horse by Senator Richard Nixon 
(Rep.), California—already has 
the pledged support of most of 
the state party leaders. 
Warren thus became the sec- 
ond avowed Republican candidate. 
Senator Robert A. Taft of Ohio 
announced his candidacy four 
weeks ago. 

Warren said he would outline 
his views and opinions on nation- 
al policy in a speech Friday night 
at San Diego before a meeting of 
the Republican State Central 
Committee. 

Warren was a “favorite son” 
candidate of California Repub- 
licans both in 1944 and 1948. In 
1948, he consented to become the 
vice-presidential candidate under 
Thomas E. Dewey. This year, his 
political advisers indicated, War- 
ren plans to make an all-out bid 
for the top spot.

30,000 COAL MINERS 
IN FRANCE ANSWER 
RED STRIKE CALL 


PARIS, Nov. 14 (AP)—Commu- 
nist labor leaders called out 170,- 
000 French coal miners today but 
government officials said only 
30,000 answered the summons. 
The strike is a danger to this 
country’s rearmament goals. 

Strike leaders insisted the walk- 
out was non-political and was only 
to back demands for resumption 
of free health benefits which the 
government has ruled the miners 
must pay for to help fill Secial 
Security funds. France's coal 
mines have been government 
owned since 1945. 

Non-Communist unions, whose 
strength is much smaller than the 
Reds, 6pposed the strike which 
came as France was pleading for 
additional coal from the United 
States and as the French mines 


PXs. The system followed by the 
men was to permit small checks 
and cash to accumulate.

in-chief, Gen. Angel Solari. 

The announcement came as the 
higher court of the armed forces 
disclosed jail sentences and dis- 
charges from the army for a 
group of officers implicated in 
the unsuccessful rebellion Sept. 
28. Gen. Solari was decorated 
by President Juan D. Peron 
shortly after suppression of that 
uprising. 

The decree announcing the 
shake-up said Solari and eight 
other generals had requested re- 
tirement earlier this year. 

Gen. Alfredo Avalos was named 
commander-in-chief, and Gen. 
Claudio Tessier chief of staff. 
The commander of the presi- 
dential house guard regiment, the 
San Martin Grenadiers, has been 
replaced, as well as commanders 
in the Third Army and in several 
divisions. 
changes were in accord with an 
annual program of promotions 
and retirements. 


Generals retired include Felipe 
Urdapilleta, whose captain son 
fled to Uruguay after being de- 
nounced as a rebel in Septem- 
ber. 

Officers sentenced to jail and 
discharged from the army in con- 
nection with the revolt include a 
general, a major, five captains, 
eight lieutenants, a navy captain 
and six navy lieutenants, three 
air force captains and 15 air 
force lieutenants. 

The leader of the uprising, re- 
tired Gen. Benjamin Menendez, 
already has been sentenced to 15 
years and stripped of his rank.

The Democrats’ big stumbling 
block is the question of how 
Jackson (Kansas City) county and 
seven or eight adjacent counties 
are going to be split into two 
congressional districts. 

Rural Proposal. 


Rural legislators in the House 
favor giving Kansas City one 
district and combining the rest 
of Jackson county with the near- 
by counties for the other. This 
would permit the rural area to 
control one seat, and give the 
other to Kansas City. 

But Kansas City Democratic 
leaders want to split Kansas City 
between the two districts so they 
can control both. Senator Edgar 
J. Keating of Kansas City, a 
member of the conference com- 
mittee, is pressing the demands 
of his city leaders and flatly re- 
fuses to agre to any other ar- 
rangement. 

Representative Tom A. Shock- 
ley of Waynesville reported the 
Democratic Representatives from 
the counties involved will never 
vote for the Keating plan. “And 
without those votes,” he declared, 
“we Democrats can’t pass a re- 
districting bill in the House.” 


Second Controversy. 


The second major controversy 
among the Democrats is the pro- 
posal to give the Republicans a 
political advantage in three of 11 
new districts, as voted by the 
House, instead of in just two, as 
approved by the Senate. The 
crux of this argument is whether 
a group of south central counties 
should be carved into a Repub- 
lican district. 

Cole county, the seat of the 
state capital, would be the only 
large Democratic county in the 
proposed district. This plan has 
infuriated Jefferson City Demo- 
crats in general and Democratic 
Congressman Morgan Moulder in 
particular. Moulder lives in Cam- 
den county, and would be vir- 
tually legislated out of office if 
the House plan is adopted. 

He has offered a “compromise” 
plan which closely follows the 
Senate-approved proposal, in that 
it would place him in a safely 
Democratic district.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14 (UP)

cused the Soviet Union of con- 
doning the shooting and killing 
of Cpl. Paul J. Gresens by two 
Soviet soldiers in Vienna last 
May 4. : 
The State Department an- 
nounced today that the accusa- 
tion was contained in a note de- 
livered to the Soviet Ministry of 
Foreign Affairs in Moscow Nov. 
5. The note answered a Soviet 
rejection of Aug. 6 of the first 
protest voiced by the United 
States over the incident which 
was sent to the Russians on 
June 4. 
The note charged that the So- 
viet high commissioner and his 
subordinates “condoned this 
crime by their failure to par- 
ticipate in a joint and impartial 
investigation.”

A One-Sided Deal 


In threatening to stop transit operations in 


Lincoln, Nebr., a representative of the National 


City Lines, Inc., made much of free enterprise. 
Yet it seems an odd form of free enterprise 
which this company, which controls the Public 
Service Co. in St. Louis, has formally proposed 
in a dozen cities and hinted about in other com- 
munities in which it is in business. 

Free enterprise, we were taught, implies a re- 
turn for a risk. Nothing ventured, nothing 
gained. But it is hard to see where the venture 
comes in to the so-called Bingham formula un- 
der which National City Lines is trying to trans- 
fer ownership of operating companies to mu- 

~-micipalities, Instead of taking the traditional 


- business chance that good service will pay divi- 


dends, the company seems to be looking for a 
sure thing. 

Since the formula is being studied by Mayor 
Darst’s Mass Transportation Committee, St. 
Louisans ought to know about it. The Mayor's 
Office, incidentally, is against municipal owner- 
ship, but not averse to a metropolitan transit 
authority which would embrace both the city 
and adjacent areas. To National City Lines, 
this would make little difference if the Bing- 
ham formula were applied. 

The governmental agency would “buy out” 
the Public Service stockholders, issuing reve- 
nue bonds as payment. Apparently, National 
City Lines would make a handsome profit on 
the sale, and it would collect an assured rate of 


interest on the bonds instead of taking its . 


chances on dividends, Furthermore, the com- 
pany would remain in charge of the actual op- 
eration of the system on a fee basis. It would 
name three of the five directors. 

Conceivably, service might be supplied at 


somewhat lower rates under this system. If so, 


it would be because the community would fore- 
go all the taxes now paid by the utility. The op- 
eratior also would escape much of the public 
regulation to which it is now subjected. 

In short, under the Bingham formula, Na- 
tional City Lines would lose nothing. It would 
still make money out of the public transporta- 
tion business. The community, however, would 
lose tax revenues and assume new indebted- 
ness—even though this would presumably be 
paid by bus and streetcar earnings. In the same 
way, the community would be obligated to pay 
a fee to the operating company. 

So it is not too difficult to understand why 
National City Lines is urging adoption of the 
Bingham formula in about half of the 41 cities 
in which it controls transit systems. But it is 
indeed difficult to see how application of the 
formula — without modification — could assure 
those communities of a net gain. 

How the formula might be revised to meet 
objections and to contribute to the solution of 
the St. Louis transit problem is something for 
the Mayor’s Committee to consider as it pon- 
ders ways and means of carrying people about 
the community at a reasonable fare. 
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New Cease-Fire Stalemate 

The newest Communist demand in the Korean 
cease-fire negotiations puts the U.N. command 
in a difficult position. The Communists insist 
that the negotiators either agree now on a cease- 
fire line or stop talking. The U.N. command, 
which until recently was also insisting on estab- 
lishment of a cease-fire line, insists that agree- 
ment first be reached on other questions of an 
armistice—exchange of prisoners,. supervision 
of the truce, and recommendations on the ulti- 
mate withdrawal of troops. 

The reason given for this new policy is easy 
enough to understand. The U.N, command evi- 
dently fears that if a cease-fire line is agreed 
on, the Communists will claim that the cease- 
fire is already in effect, and then take their own 
sweet time about settling the other questions. 

It is also easy to understand that the U.N. 
command wants to counter any such tactics of 
delay by maintaining military pressure on the 
Communists until agreement is reached on these 
other questions, : 

What is not apparent at this distance is wh 
these considerations require that the U.N. com- 
mand, having so long insisted that a cease-fire 
line be agreed on as the first order of business, 
should now insist with equal firmness that no 
line be agreed on until later. 

Throughout the talks it has been clearly un- 
derstood that the fighting would go on until all 
the issues were settled. Nam Il, the senior Ko- 
reah negotiator, is on record himself with the 
statement that “until the signing of an agree- 
ment of armistice, hostilities will continue on 
both sides.” 

The U.N. spokesman says the ‘Reds are now 
abandoning this position. But does it follow 
that the U.N. must abandon its own? Would 
it not be possible to advocate adoption of a 
cease-fire line now, subject to revision at the 
time of final signature, and subject to the ex- 
press understanding that no cease-fire comes 
into effect until final signature? 

If the Communists refused to accept these 
conditions, then U.N. suspicions would be con- 
firmed and it would be clear to all that the 
Communists were stalling. That would seem to 
fs a better outcome than one which permitted 
the Communists to blame a policy switch by the 
U.N. for possible breakdown of the talks. 
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Dixiecrat, Boiled 

The threshing around of Dixiecrats at Hot 
Springs, sometimes violent but never possessed 
of a sense of direction, was even more painful 
to behold than their predecessor movements of 
four years ago, , 

If Senator Byrd of Virginia or Senator Russell 
of Georgia were nominated as the Democratic 
candidate for President next year, as Gov. 
Byrnes of South Carolina suggested, what then? 
Surely even a Democrat who is farthest south 
in realism must realize that nominating a candi- 
date would be begging for a Republican victory. 

If, as Thomas L. Stokes has suggested in his 

column, the Dixiecrats concentrate on gaining 
control of*electars instead of running candidates, 
what hope have they of increasing their effec- 
tiveness by this maneuver? They controlled 
electors only in the states their candidates car- 
ried in 1948. 

Dixiecrats’ sense of futility may ‘begin with 
the fact that it has been as long since the Demo- 


eratie party needed them to elect a President as 


it has been since the Republican party has been 


able to elect one—perhaps one source of the 
bond of sympathy between them. Roosevelt could 
have won all four elections even if all the 


Southern states had gone Republican, and Tru- 
man won deapite the loss of four Southerp states 
to a Dixiecrat ticket. 

The poverty of their showing in 1948 has also

Delayed Action Shock 

Inviting the public to help clean up evils in 
the Bureay of Internal Revenue, Secretary of 
the Treasury Snyder says the tax scandals are 
a matter of shock to him. The Secretary's sense 
of shock should interest scientists as one of the 
slowest on record, | 

Eight months ago Mr. Snyder said Post- 
Dispatch reports on tax fixing were absolutely 
false and were intended to suggest that the 
bureau was “unworthy of trust.” Now he is 
shocked that some of its employes “have been 

found unworthy of public trust.” 

Before that Mr, Snyder, protesting against 
charges of inaction in tax cases involving Cali- 
fornia gangsters, insisted that one such case had 
not been settled. The California Crime Commis- 
sion pointed out to him that the case had been 
settled a year earlier and he must have known it. 

And when the Kefauver Crime Committee 
uncovered broad evidence of gangland tax dodg- 
ing, Mr. Snyder still insisted that there was 
nothing wrong. When Senator Williams of Dela- 
ware went to work on tax fixing, the Secretary 
saw no need for further inquiry. 

Mr. Snyder, in short, did nothing about the 
evils in the Bureau of Internal Revenue except 
to deny there were any, until the facts and pub- 
lic outrage caught up with him. Then he had 
the effrontery to say the public “ought to be 
gratified” that the mess was being cleaned up. 
Now he wants the public to help push his broom. 

No doubt the public will be glad to help, al- 
ways hoping that Secretary Snyder’s delayed- 
action shock will not fade any faster than it de- 
veloped, That was a long, long time. 
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Duty to the Police 

If a soldier is disabled in line of duty, the 
Government takes complete care of him. If a 
St. Louis policeman is disabled in line of duty, 
he has no such assurance from the city. This in- 
justice was dramatized by the case of Patrol- 
man A. J. Nelke, and should be corrected by a 
bill now before the Missouri Senate. 

Patrolman Nelke was paralyzed by a burglar’s 
bullet last January, The maximum aid he could 
have feceived, under the retirement system, was 
$1824 a year. A public subscription campaign 
was required to help this courageous officer. 

Patrolman Nelke’s condition has now im- 
proved considerably, but the condition of the 
retirement system has not. Improvement there 
lies with the State Senators. They have before 
them a bill passed by the House to give perma- 
nently disabled police officers something equiva- 
lent to their normal pay. 

Surely the Senate will pass this bill soon. 
Policemen injured in the line of duty should nof 
be dependent on public generosity. The public 
owes them decent care, also in the line of duty.

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All Generals, No Soldiers? 


It would be smart for the Pentagon to take a 
new look at its own household. There dre almost 
as many generals, flag officers and civilian em- 
ployes in Washington now as there were just 
before the end of World War II when there 
were almost four times as many men and women 
in uniform as now. 

These figures were announced by Senator 
Lyndon Johnson's Senate Preparedness subcom- 
mittee with considerable indignation. The com- 
mittee sarcastically said that unless something 
is done about the proliferation of “high brass,” 
our fighting forces might be composed of “all 
chiefs and no Indians.” 

Complaints of this nature could do the armed 
services more than a little harm in the public 
mind—even when that mind is prepared to sup- 
port the vast military appropriations. The popu- 
lar psychological reaction to complaints about 
„brass“ may not be logical, but it is real. 

And there is a more valid point in the sub- 
committee’s criticism. At this time, the nation 
must expect to pay a high price for security; but 
the higher the price, the less excuse for waste 
or extravagance. The Pentagon must not lose 
respect for the value of dollars just because it 
has so many of them. 

Maybe that electronic brain—the one which 
backed out of a chess game with a mere human 
because it had defense problems to think about 
—might take over the jobs of a few of all those 
Pentagon workers. 
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Turning On the Heat 


It is becoming painfully evident that the St. 
Louis public school unit control bill will make 
little progress through the Missouri Senate un- 
til the voters light a fire beneath the St. Louis 
delegation in that body. 

Unfortunately for friends of the measure, at 
least four of the city’s seven Senators do not 
seem disposed to lift a finger in its behalf. 

They are Senators William E. Hilsman, Mich- 
ael Kinney, Edward J. Hogan Jr. and Harry J. 
Byrne. They have been generally cold and in- 
different to the earnest pleas of the School 
Board and the many school organizations work- 
ing for the reforms that unit control will bring. 

Senator David A. Hess has been handling the 
bill and might be characterized as one of its 
supporters. But he has been charged with so 
many fumbles that many voters will be inclined 
to put him down as really only luke warm. 

Senator Anthony M. Webbe was a member of 
the committee that reported favorably on the 
proposal. Whether he voted for it in committee, 
nobody knows, although it is presumed he did. 
It is safe to say, however, that he has not 
strained himself. 

The only member of the St. Louis delegation 
to stand up and be counted as favorably in- 
clined is Senator Robert Pentland. If the others 
had followed his lead, the bill would have shot 
through the Senate in record time. For it is 
strictly a St. Louis matter and outstate Senators 
would have offered no opposition. 

This being the situation, it is good to see the 
St. Louis Public School Patrons’ Alliance pre- 
paring to intensify the campaign for unit con- 
trol. Oscar A. Ehrhardt, who heads the school 
board's legislative committee, needs all the help 
he can get. Perhaps others will join in. If the

Radio is too precious to be used for the gangsterism of the mind” 
most present programs constitute, says former staff member of 
Radio Free Europe; it must be lifted up to preface a peace and 
make it lasting; must become a bridge so men’s minds can meet.

The power of radio to 
minds is limitless. It is the greatest me- 
dium of mass communication ever devised, 
now reaching any audience in a matter 
of moments. 

In itself this power is neutral; it can 
be turned into lies or truth, into destruc- 
tion or creation, into evil or good. 


In the 25 years of commercial radio 
broadcasting, its technique has advanced 
by leaps and bounds, but the uses to 
which it has been put still lag far behind 
its technical development, 

Partly owing, of course, to the chaotic 
history of the nations since broadcasting 
began, it has been forged into a weapon 
with which to conduct an offensive against 
the mind. Though many voices are at- 
tempting to reconcile interests and con- 
victions, today more than ever before they 
are being engulfed by the opposing voices 
of prejudice, intolerance and hate. Yet 
clearly, to build a bridge between men's 
minds is radio’s greatest opportunity. 

“Broadcast” is an old English word 
meaning to spread seed upon the ground. 
No self-respecting farmer would dream 
spreading poor seed, let alone poisoned 
seed, along the furrows of his fields. 


What Americans Can Accomplish 


The honesty of purpose of the farmer 

who sows his crops for nourishment 
might well be followed by those respon- 
sible for radio broadcasting. It is mor- 
ally untenable that the free air itself 
should become an aceomplice to enslave- 
ment. . 
The United States has pioneered in de- 
veloping the art of broadcasting to split- 
second perfection, American radio has 
enough freedom and enough scope to try 
anything. Privately owned and controlled, 
with little bureaucratic intervention, it has 
millions of dollars at its disposal. 

No material for programs is beyond its 
reach, It could offer the public the choic- 
est fare; put the most gifted imaginations 
in the country to work to lift people out 
of their humdrum pursuit of security; 
help them to gain knowledge of other 
peoples beyond these shores; and give 
them, if only briefly, some concept of the 
universe and their own measure within it, 

It could instill in this vast American 
public a taste for the best in music, 
drama, philosophy; broadcast throughout 
the land the noblest concepts of educa- 
tion, government, and the meaning of hu- 
man experience. 

Some of these possibilities have of 
course been explored in domestic radio. 
Between the murder tales, give-away 
shows, and political revilings, you can 
hear a Hamlet or a Lincoln, a Shosta- 
koviteh or a Bach, and here and there 
the quiet voice of common sense report- 
ing seriously upon events. | 


Contempt for the Public 


But there is still far too little of the 
best, and the excuse always offered, that 
“we give the public what it wants"~—-is 
shameless. Such contempt on the part 
of the self-constituted arbiters of publie 
taste is unwarranted; prompted by profit- 
hunger, it can only be called gangsterism 

Far more important than our domestic 
programming, however—es now 
when we haye nt reason to remember 
our common brotherhood—is the question 
of international broadcasting. 

Broadcasting between nations and 
tinents has grown rapidly and assumed 
great significance, due to the two world 
wars. 

For battle, radio is now a might weap- 

, discourage, and divert the

reach men’s the fears, emotions, and instincts of man- 


kind. 

What radio might become in a time of 
international peace remains to be seen; 
there has been no chance to try it. 

Until now, America has never taken 
the lead in the field of broadcasting to 
other nations. The dubious credit for 
perfecting the political invasion of the 
mind by radio—commando style—goes to 
the totalitarian nations which have trained 
a whole class of professional molders of 
opinion. 

The Soviet campaign against the Unit- 
ed States, patterned on the Nazi radio 
propaganda, began systematically in 1945. 
By now its invisible network has become 
liable, and tightly woven a 
texture that it is hard to imagine how a 
single seed of good will could penetrate it. 


A Scourge to the Reds 


Yet America can and does counter at- 
tack; America can and does broadcast the 
truth. A tiny American radio station in 
the West zone of Berlin, manned by a 
handful of imaginative men, has become 
world famous. Today the Soviet authori- 
ties look upon our broadcasts, , whether 
privately presented or officially from our 
government to the nations of Europe, as 
a scourge. . 

The proof lies in the indignant fury 
of the Soviet-controlled press and radio, 
and in the time and expense to which 
they commit themselves by jamming 
American radio voices—but above all in 
the unending trickle of personal testi- 
monials. These voices may be still and 
small by comparison witt the shouts of 
hatred but, like the voice of conscience it- 
self, they cannot be silenced. 

Assuming that there will be a time when 
the nations of the world are at peace, ra- 
dio can then “broadcast” on a grand scale.

It can inséminate the peoples with the 
seed of mutual respect and understanding 
which must inevitably preface any lasting

At home it can lift the sights for Amer- 
icans, and abroad it can help in creating 
a common pol of knowledge; it can re- 
cord individual and national achievements 
so-that nothing goed need be lost, or 
ignored.

total disinterest and objectivity, and with

It must become a bridge across which 
men's minds can travel to meet in creat- 
ing the world for which humanity must 
certainly have been designed and which, 
since the time of Adam, has always been 
dreamed of as a world of peace.

Living With a Second Self 


ON BEING NEGRO IN AMERICA, by J. Saunders 
Redding. {(Bebbs-Merrill Co., 1546 pes., $3.) 
Redding makes no claim to speak for 

all Negroes in America but has written 
only his personal experiences and personal 
feelings. He feels that being a Negro 
involves living with a “second self” and 
gives as an example his own conflicting 
feelings on seeing a white woman suffer. 
He felt both sympathy and a des to 
help and a gloating satisfaction that she 
was white—and not Negro. This conflict 
is perhaps not purely personal for Michael 
Gold in “Jews Without Money” relates 
that whenever his mother was told of a 
tenement fire or a train wreck her first 
question was, “Were any Jews among the 
dead?” And as Redding points out, South- 
ern whites seem to share the feeling when 
witnessing the sufferings of Negroes.

It is a weariness which 
many people—Jews, suffragettes, Social- 
ists, Southerners in the North, or Yankees 
in the South, all the members of unpopu- 
lar groups or supporters of unpopular 
causes—have felt. 

Redding hoped when he began this book 
to purge himself of his bitterness, to make 
this his last comment on “the so-called 
American race problem.” He hoped, as he 
says in the end, to stop being a Negro, as 
others have ho (and sometimes success- 
fully) to stop being Jews, or suffragettes, 
or Socialists. But in the process of writing 
he realized that to attain the peace he 
hoped for before the problem was solved 
he would have to resign from the human 
race, for his problem is not a Negro prob- 
lem but a human problem. It is part, as 
he says, “of the universal struggle for hu- 
man dignity and wholeness and unity.”

At the very time that the ur- 
gency of the European situation 
is being pressed on the returning 
Congress, the Senate will be con- 
sidering the Japanese peace 
treaty. The two can hardly be 
kept in separate compartments, 
particularly since such anglo- 
phobes as Senator George Malone 
(Dem.), Nevada, have already be- 
gun to rage against even the 
prospect of any further help. 
This gives added meaning to an 
arrangement entered into between 
Dulles and Secretary of State 
Dean Acheson. Realizing the ob- 
stacles that are likely to be put 
in the way of ratification, Dulles 
told Acheson that he would want 
to have full responsibility for pre- 
senting the case for the settle- 


ment. 

Dulles added that this might 
mean that he would have to call 
more Republican than Democratic 
witnesses and he wondered how 
the Administration would react to 
that with a presidential campaign 
coming. up. 


MacArthur to Testify. 


After consulting with the Pres- 
ident, Acheson replied that the 
arrangement would be wholly sat- 
isfactory. The Secretary added 
that the President felt badly 
about his offhand press confer- 
ence remark to the effect that 
Dulles could not accept the am- 
bassadorship to Japan because he 
had to stay home to try to keep 
the Republicans from going isola- 
tionist. 

Dulles will call Gen. Douglas 
MacArthur as one of his wit- 
nesses, and this suggests some in- 
teresting political possibilities.

VATICAN CITY, Nov. 14 (UP) 
A high Vatican source said to- 
day that Pope Pius XII “most 
probably” will hold a consistory 
early in 1952 to name new cardi- 
nals of the Roman Catholic 
Church. 

The report was strengthened by 
an announcement of the secre- 
tariat of state that the Pope will 
return to the Vatican from his 
summer residence at Castel Gan- 
dolfo at the end of November. 

The source said the papal an- 
nouncement of the consistory will 
pe made at the Vatican. Since it 
usually takes about six weeks to 
‘prepare a consistory, this source 
said it was “virtually impossible 
for a consistory to be held before 
the end of the year. 


Reports are circulating already | 


in the Vatican on the expected 
appointments. One report said 
the United States might receive 
three new cardinals, in Boston, 
St. Louis and San Francisco. 


Archbishop Joseph E. Ritter of 
St. Louis has been mentioned as 
one of the American prelates 
likely to be made a cardinal. He 
succeeded Cardinal John J. Glen- 
non as head of the St. Louis arch- 
- diocese in 1946. Cardinal Glen-

speech, thought, press and as- 
sembly.” | 

Lukas urged “a forthright re- 
jection by the American people 
of loyalty delirium and the thrill 
of the witch-hunt.” “Political re- 
gression,” he asserted, “however 
seemingly justified or rational- 
ized, inevitably destroys the po- 
litical institutions needed for the 
growth and development of all 
groups within our population.” 


An attorney, Lukas is the 
author of books on eriminology 
and the legal problems of adoles- 
cents. He addressed a meeting 
of the St. Louis chapter of the 
American Jewish Committee 
earlier yesterday. 


About 150 persons attended 
the A. D. A. meeting, which also 
heard a report on a study trip 
to Europe by Miss Emily Cron- 
heim, St. Louis attorney who is 
midwestern representative of the 
organization. Miss Cronheim re- 
ported on progress of ECA op- 
erations in Europe. 


“The twin spectres of high un- 
employment and tremendous lack 
of housing still haunt most of the 
European continent except Scan- 
dinavia,” Miss Cronheim said. 
“They must be solved if we are 
to continue to win the battle 
against Communist propaganda, 
which is still highly effective, par- 
ticularly in France and Italy. 

“Western propaganda in Europe 
is beginning to get us off the 
defensive and on the offensive.

The Melancholy Truth. 


Then, later, this bombshell right

This, as well as some of the 
other things he said, along with 
the cool reception he got, meag- 
ures the extent of, the young 
man’s daring. Yet what he said 
would not be considered in any 
way daring anywhere outside the 
South, and, as a matter of fact, 
would be accepted rather widely 
in the South itself, beyond the 
strictly political sphere. 

He condemned the FEPC as 
“an impractical and dangerous 
experiment,” but said there must 
be a necessary distinction be- 
tween that and “proper federal 
safeguards for the rights of 
Negro citizens”—the ballot, equal 
protection under the laws, eco- 


nomic and educational opportu- 
nity which, he said, the South has 


not yet provided to the extent 
necessary, though it is making 
progress. The essentials of basic 
civil rights are now recognized, 
he said, if not fully granted. 


Grad. Schools Only? 


He held the right to vote para- 
mount among civil rights, since 
the others stem from it, and the 
Negro can get them for himself 
when he gets a free and unhin- 
dered ballot. This last he has now 
in many places—700,000 Negroes 
having qualified to vote in 1948— 
though there are still extra-legal 
restrictions in some areas. 

With basic civil rights attained, 
Mr. Ashmore thought that the 
segregation issue could be adjust- 
ed mutually by the races among 
themselves satisfactorily to beth, 
and pointed out the advances al- 
ready made in admitting Negroes 
to graduate schools in Southern 
universities, in which step Arkan- 
sas led the way.

The medical society said its 
cancer committee made a study 
of several months and that its 
council “exerted unusual care 
and diligence before making its 
decision of Dr. lvy’s outstanding 
record as a medical researcher 
and his achievements as a scien- 
tist.” 

“The council, and its several 
committees have conferred with 
Dr. Ivy numerous times in an ef- 
fort to keep. his enthusiastic ac- 
tivities, pertaining to the sub- 
stance, on à plane where false 
hope would not be aroused in 
countless cancer victims,“ the 
statement said. 

It added that “the cancer com- 
mittee and the council felt that 
it was regrettable that Dr. Ivy 
would associate himself with a 
drug whose physical and chemical

Dr. Stevan Durovic, former

It was in 1943, at the age of 18, 
that Ciccolini was taken as a hos- 
tage by the Germans and rescued 
only a few hours before he was to 
face a firing squad.

Canned Soup 
Has Place 
On Menus

REAM OF TOMATO soup is 

undoubtedly one of the big 

favorites in our food reper- 
toire. It is the first choice among 
soups for the majority. Usually 
we turh to a canned product for 
this and it is generally better 
than we can make ourselves. 


While the variety of canned 
soups has increased considerably, 
we are all still loyal to our old 
favorite. Perhaps our second 
choice is cream of mushroom 
soup, and one of the later addi- 
tions with its fine celery flavor 
is beginning to compete with the 

pea and asparagus so popular 
in the cream soup line. While all 
these soups are appropriate for 
the first course, their larger use 
remains that of a main supper or 
luncheon item. All of them have 
their place as a foundation for 
sauces that add to the appetite 
appeal of so many dishes. 

Curried Mushroom Sauce. 

Heat contents of one can mush- 
room soup with half as much 
milk. Stir in half a teaspoon 
curry powder and when thorough- 
ly blended add one tablespoon 
minced pimiento. Serve with 
sliced -cooked eggs, with 
meat loaf or with meat balls or 
use with boiled rice or noodles. 

Tomato Celery Soup. 

Combine ‘equal parts of con- 
densed tomato and celery soup 
and add equal amount of milk. 
Blend and heat thoroughly. Serve 
in heated soup cups, topped with 
sour cream or whipped cream, 
and sprinkle with paprika or 
minced parsley.

To 
J tcacs a child something new, we show him how it is done, 
then he imitates the example. By practice he gains: skill.

Moreover, if 
South plays a less-than-game dia- 
mond contract when his side ac- 
tually could have made game at 
spades or no-trump, the loss is 
not great in view of the 100 
honors.
